Shooting of Colonel Wylie and 
Dr. Lalaca Disturbing in 
Several Ways 



PROTECTION NEEDED 

FOR PUBLIC MEN 



Political Excitement in Eastern 
Bengal Grows More 
Intense 



London, July 2. — The murder of 
Lieut. -Cul. air William llutt Curzon 
Wyllle and Dr. Cawas Lalaca, of 
Shanghai, by Madar Lelof Dhlngara, 
an Indian student, on Thursday night 
at the Imperial institute has stirred 
England In a manner unknown since 
the Phoenix murders. It had been a 
subject lor self -congratulation by 
englishmen that Great Britain was 
immune Horn political crimes of this 
nature, and it is a great shock to feel 
that public men no longer are safo 
from the attacks of assassins. 

Great sympathy is felt for Viscount 
Morley, secretary of state for India, 
tlie difficulties of whose position will 
be greatly increased by reason of the 
murder. A strong feeling has been 
aroused against a number of the 
members of the house of commons and 
others who have encouraged the In- 
dian agitation against the govern- 
ment. 

Another consequence of the tragedy 
distasteful to Englishmen is that 
henceforth It will be necessary to af- 
ford police protection to public men. 
It is understood that Scotland Yard 
already has detailed detectives to fol- 
low Lord Morley and others connect- 
ed with the Indian administration 
when they appear in public. 

Newspapers of all shades of opinion 
urge the government not to swerve a 
halrsbreadth in the direction of weak- 
ening the executive authority In In- 
dia, and above all never to allow the 
extremists to suppose that Great Brit- 
ain could be frightened into granting 
political concessions by such murders. 

Premier Asquith, speaking at South- 
port tonight, expressed his deep sym- 
pathy for the relatives of the late 
Licut.-Col. Wyllle, and the country's 
abhorrence of the detestable crime 
committed upon a distinguished of- 
ficer of blameless character and uni- 
versally beloved. He said it was 
startling evidence of a conspiracy 
which happily was confined to a small 
number of people, but was desperate 
and determined In its methods. 

Murderer's History. 

Dhinagri came to London from the 
Punjab some three years ago. He be- 
longed to the advanced section of the 
Indian Nationalist party, and he has 
been taking the course in engineering 
•in London university. During the 
commemoration of the Indian mutiny 
he drew attention by wearing a badge 
inscribed "In memory of the martyrs." 
Some of his fellow-studeuts taunted 
Dhinagarl, who threatened to cut the 
throat of one of his most active tor- 
mentors. He was a hard-working 
student, but held very advanced poli- 
tical opinions. 1U: was a frequenter 
of India House, the local centre of the 
Indian agitators. 

From statements made by students, 
it appears that Dhinagri and Lieut. Col. 
Wyllle had met once previous to the 
tragedy of last night. Dhingari's 
brother, who is a doctor in Calcutta, 
hearing of his association with the po- 
litical extremists of India House 
wrote to Lt.-Col. Wyllle asking him to 
try to influence the student. Wyllle 
saw Dhlngarl, but the Interview ap- 
pears to have only embittered the 
student, who nursed his resentment 
pending a favorable opportunity for 
revenge. 

More Outrages Likely 

Two documents were found on Mnd- 
ar Lelof Dhinagri. One was the con- 
fession of a desire to take the life of 
a high official because he was dis- 
satisfied with the British rule In In- 
dia, and the other a sort of political 
creed referring to Englishmen as ty- 
rants and a suggestion of reward In 
heaven for any one getting rid of a 
prominent Britisher. According to 
statements made by persons acquaint- 
ed with him and his family, he is well 
known and well respected at Amrltzar, 
in the Punjab, where his father is a 
prosperous physician and a munici- 
pal leader. Madar, while in London, 
brooded over the grievances of the 
Indian people and was constantly pro- 
testing against British rule In his 
country. One of these acquaintances 
makes the statement In the Chronicle 
that the assassin was drunk with 
bhanb-bhang, an Indian Intoxicant. He 
contends that Madar must have visit- 
ed some extremist club before going 
to tin; Imperial Institute and had his 
mind poisoned toy a gang of conspirat- 
ors to the point of committing murder 
and then was drugged with bhang- 
bhang and weepons placed in his pock- 
et. This was a deliberate plot, and 
unless the police take measures to root 
out the conspirators there will ho fur- 
ther outrages of this kind comtnltted 
in London. 

Excitement in Bengal. 

Calcutta, July 2. — There Is today 
great political excitement In Eastern 
Bengal, and meetings to express sym- 
pathy with natives who have been 
deported are of almost daily occur- 
rence. Arbandlno Ghost, one of the 
most prominent of the Indian agita- 
tors, Is traveling through the country 
in the Interests of an anti-government 
campaign. He is preaching that "The 
Hat of God" has gone out to the In- 
dian nation to unite, to be free, and to 
be great. 



Notables Have Adventure 

Edmonton, July 2. — Lieut. -Governor 
Bulyca, Hon. Chas. Murphy and Dr. 
Mclntyre, M. P. ..figured In a mlx-up 
yesterday, which might have had 
eeriouB consequences, but for the 



horsemanship and pluck of the 
Lieut-Governor. His Honor was 
driving the secretary of sUie and Dr. 
Mclntyre about the exhibition grounds 
when a plank run over by one wheol 
upended, raising one side of the car- 
rlago and throwing the Lleut.-Qov- 
ernor to the "ground. Ho plucklly 
clung to the reins and brought the 
spirited team to a standstill after bo- 
lng dragged some distance. No ono 
was Injured, and save for the mud 
that clung to the gubernatorial gar- 
ments no damage resulted.

Three Masked Men Take $10,- 
000 From Branch at Rainy 
River, Ont, 



Rainy River, Ont., July 2,-t-At 11.40 
this morning the local branch of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia was held up by 
three men and robbed of $10,000. The 
robbers had their plans well laid, 
choosing a time when Manager 
Tehipleton was alone in the bank. 

The robbery was a most daring ono, 
as there were many people on the 
streets at the time. The robbers ran 
up Fourth street, crossed the C. N. R. 
tracks, and disappeared In the woods. 
It Is thought they will either attempt 
to cross the Rainy river Into Min- 
nesota or work north to the C. P. R. 
The river front Is being patrolled, and 
every available man Is out searching 
the woods for. the robbers. 

The revolvers with which the hold- 
up was accomplished were stolen from 
the John Weeks Hardware Co., at 
Spooner, on the night of June 30th, 
three men having previously visited 
the store to look nt firearms. Three 
men answering the same description 
purchased cartridges from the Rat 
Portage Company's store at this point 
this morning. 

A regrettable accident occurred 
during the arming of the posse. A 
rifle was accidentally discharged In 
the hands of one of the men, and the 
bullet passed through the leg of Mr. 
Field, the accountant of the bank. 
The wound, though not dangerous, Is 
a very painful one. 

NOT LEON LING 

Body Found in Hudson River Is 
Found By Doctors to Be That 
of Young White Boy 

New York, July 2 —The body sup- 
posed at first to be that of a Chinaman, 
which was found In the Hudson river, 
last night, is not that of Leon Ling, 
who Is wanted for the murder of Elsie 
Hlcel After an autopsy today. Dr. 
Thomas Curtln, coroner's physician, de- 
clared the body was that of a white boy 
not more than 10 yours old. The dis- 
coloration from the long immersion gave 
the body the appearance of that of a 
"Mongolian, and It was not until after 
a careful examination that the police 
were convinced thai their search for 
Leon was still unfinished. 

YELLOW FEVER 

New York Medical Journal Says Cuban 
Authorities Are Careless- 
Gulf Coast Threatened 

New York, July 2.— The current is- 
sue of the Medical Record says that 
yellow fever Is again prevalent in 
Cuba and censures the Island author- 
ities for its recurrence, saying that 
they have concealed the fact by claim- 
ing that the fever is pernicious mal- 
aria or malignant Jaundice. 

The article says further that the gulf 
coast of the United States is menaced, 
that politicians have monopolized the 
appropriations to fight the disease, and 
that the proper step would bo for the 
United States hospital marine service 
to take absolute charge of affairs. 

Drowned at Fort William. 
Fort William, July 2.— One man 
was drowned and 10 others had a very 
narrow escape this morning in the 
Kamistiqula river. The 11 men were 
crossing from the north to the south 
hanks and the boat was very much 
overladen. When they were about half 
way across the entire number were 
thrown In the river owing to the up- 
setting of the bout . Fortunately help 
was at hand, and 10 of them were 
rescued, but three were very nearly 
• drowned. The name of the dead man

Disastrous Collapse of Lock at 
New Harbor Works in 
Newport 



WORKERS CAUGHT 

IN DEEP TRENCH 



Sixteen Dead Thought to 
Buried Under Mass of 
Wreckage

Newport, Monmouthshire, Eng., 
July 2. — It is estimated that twenty 
men perished today by the sudden 
collapse of the west wing of the new 
lock at tlie entrance to the Alex- 
andra docks, where fifty men were 
working in a trench sixty feet deep, 
preparing for tlie laying of a con- 
crete foundation. 

Without warning, the heavy tim- 
bers gave way.' The entire structure 
collapsed, and carried down with it 
thousands of tons of earth, railway 
lines, many cars and four travelling 
cranes. 

The men at the bottom of the 
trench had no chance to escape, but 
many of those working nearest the 
surface were uninjured. Of the fifty 
men In the trench 2 have been ac- 
counted for. The work of rescue was 
begun immediately after the collapse 
and three men wore taken out alive. 
The bodies of some of the dead also 
wore rescued. Late tonight four men, 
still living, were pinned in the debris 
In the trench. The incoming tide 
made the work of rescue very diffi- 
cult. 

Hopelessly Imprisoned 

At midnight, aided by electric 
lights and flare lamps, the rescuers 
were still busy with their work. 
Thousands of people had gathered to 
watch the weird scene. 

Conversations were being held with 
a few of the imprisoned men with the 
aid of speaking tubes, and stimulants 
and cigarettes were passed down to 
them, but there was little hope of 
rescue, as the debris that- was pin- 
ning them down was likely to cause 
further falln of earth. Up to mid- 
night eleven persons had been extri- 
cated dead or Injured, and It was be- 
lieved that there would he 16 bodies 
under the debris. 

Trial of Ella Gingles. 

Chicago, July 2.— The trial of Ella 
Gingles, the young Irish lace maker, 
who is charged with larceny, but de- 
clares she is a victim of a "white 
slave" plot, began today before a 
crowded court room. Many women 
who are well known In club and phil- 
anthropic circles occupied front seats, 
and took every opportunity to en- 
courage the girl. She in her turn ap- 
peared to he untroubled hy the great 
interest she had aroused. Captain 
O'Brien, of the detective bureau, who 
Investigated the complaint brought 
against Miss Gingles by Miss Agness 
Barettc, proprietress of a lnce store 
In the Wellington Hotel, was the first 
witness. His testimony dealt only 
with larceny features. 



ADDED TO BILL 



Senate By Large Majority 
Adopts Amendment By 
President 



Washington, July 2. — The corpora- 
tion tax amendment, which was sug- 
gested hy President Taft, drawn by At- 
torney-General Wlckersham and pre- 
sented to the senato by Senator Al- 
drlch, chairman of the committee on 
finance is an integral part of the tariff 
bill as the bill now stands. 

After much tribulation the senate! 
reached a vote on the proposition 
shortly before adjournment at 7 
o'clock today, and the amendment was 
agreed to by the large vote of GO to 11, 
with all Its modifying amendments. 
Many Democruts voted with most of 
the Republicans for the amendment. 
Only three Democrats voted against 
the provision on the final vote, but 
some refrained from voting at all. 

The tost vote was on the substitu- 
tion of the corporation tax amendment 
for the Income tux provision, and on 
that vote 45 senators cast their bal- 
lots In the affirmative and 31 in the 
negative. On this ballot all the Demo- 
crat votes wore cast In favor of the 
Income tax, which also received the 
support of a number of insurgent Re- 
publicans. On the income tax being 
disposed of the senate tomorrow will 
probably take up the maximum and 
minimum rate provision. 



Saskatchewan Murder. 

Reglna, July 2. — An atrocious mur- 
der was committed near Wadena, 
Sask., yesterduy according to a meagre 
report which reached the mounted po- 
lice. According to the story a foreign 
settler murdered his wife, literally cut- 
ting her to pieces,

MEAT IS GOOD 



Charges Made Against Inspectors at 
East St. Louis Are Declared 
Foundationless 



Washington, July 2.— The committee 
appointed by United States Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson, composed of Dr. 
A. D. Martin, of the bureau of animal 
industry, and George P. McCabe, so- 
licitor of the district, to investigate 
the charges of J. F. Harms, that the 
federal meat Inspection held in St. 
Louis was "rotten and fierce," today 
reported that the inspectors were 
honestly performing their duty effici- 
ently, and that no meat Is passed which 
is unfit for human food. 

The report, which was submitted to 
the secretary today, and approved by 
him, says that the record shows that 
many of Ulc employees at the East 
St. Louis station have worked overtime 
in their efforts to give an holiest and 
efficient inspection, and it adds that 
"It is to he regretted that the word of 
a disgruntled, dissatisfied employee, ir- 
responsible, and answering to no one, 
should be rr.TKlo the occasion of an at- 
tack upon a service which is conduct- 
ed honestly, and which means so much 
to the American consumer of meat 
food products, and to the cattle, sheep, 
and bog raisers of the country, who are 
bound to suffer from any attack, no 
matter how uncalled for, which may be 
made upon the service." 

As the result of the report, Secretary 
Wilson has ordered the summary dis- 
missal of Meat Inspectors Harms and 
Bisehof, and Veterinary Inspector 
Michael. 



Stunned by Lightning 
Edmonton, July 2. — In a thunder- 
storm here at 6 o'clock tonight lightn- 
ing struck a pole on the hill at the 
foot of MacDougall avenue, splinter- 
ing it to pieces, and also knocking 
unconscious a man and a boy who 
were coming up the hill at the time. 
The man Is unknown, but the boy Is 
tho son of W. A. Deal, chief license 
Inspector for Alberta. They were 
taken to the Edmonton Club building, 
where doctors are working to restore 
them to consciousness. 



FOR AVIATOR 



Test of Wright Aeroplane Inter- 
rupted By Collision ... 
With Tree 



Washington, July 2. — Resembling a 
giant bird swooping down upon its 
prey, the Wright aeroplane, after the 
motor which propels It had come sud- 
denly to a standstill, came gracefully 
to earth today after having made two 
successful flights. The machine was 
on its way around the Fort Meyer 
drill ground for the ninth time in its 
second flight when the motor stopped, 
sixty feet above earth, and exactly 
in the same place where the propeller 
blades broke last September, which 
resulted in the fatal accident that 
terminated the trials at that time. 

In gliding to earth the machine 
struck a tree, and was swerved 
around with such force that the skids 
were broken, and the right wing bad- 
ly crippled, Mr. Wright was not hurt. 

The two flights today were the most 
successful that Orvllle Wright has 
made at Fort Meyer since his return 
to complete the government trials. 
On the first attempt he flew about the 
field twelve times In eleven minutes, 
and fifty seconds, and on the second 
trial he had gone around eight and 
one-half times when the flight was 
terminated by the mishap. He had 
been in the air for a little more than 
eight minutes 

• During both flights Mr. Wright 
went higher and faster than in the 
trials of the two previous days. It 
was estimated that his speed was 
about 37 miles an hour on an aver- 
age, although the machine probably 
exceeded 40 miles an hour when sail- 
ing with tho breeze from the south. 
The glide, which covered a distance 
of perhaps three hundred feet, was 
beautiful to behold, but there were 
few in the crowd of a thousand or 
more spectators who did not fear for 
a moment that they were about to 
witness a repetition of last year's ac- 
cident. 

Orvllle and Wilbur inspected the 
machine closely to sec what caused 
tho motor to stop. They did not an- 
nounce the result of their investiga- 
tion, but said that tho aeroplane 
would not be ready for another flight 
before Tuesday at the earliest. A 
wind of three miles was blowing dur- 
ing the flight. 

Gleen H. Curtlss, the Hammond - 
sport aviator, who is to make a flight 
in his aeroplane In New Y'ork tomor- 
row, witnessed Mr. Wright's flights 
today. 

The motor on the aeroplane had 
been making explosions for some time 
before It finally stopped. Otherwise: 
tho machine had acted much better 
today than on Its previous tests. 



Poisoned by Pink Lemonade 

Edmonton, July 2. — Sergt. TIdsbury, 
of the city police force, had ti narrow 
escape from fatal poisoning at the 
fair grounds on Wednesday afternoon. 
At one of the booths on the grounds 
he took a drink of the pink lemonade 
commonly sold at different stands. 
Shortly afterward he began to feel 
tho effects of the drink, taking violent 
pains. A physician who made an ex- 
amination pronounced It a caso of 
poison from the drink. Yesterday he 
was around again as usual, and felt 
little the worse for his experience. 



Sent to Asylum. 
Winnipeg, July 2. — Charles S. Horn- 
feck, who confessed to the killing of 
Mrs. Lewis James, who was murdered 
here In her home on April .'22, was 
this morning adjudged insane and 
was committed to Selkirk asylum. Tho 
police state that they have no fresh 
evidence in connection with the mur- 
der, and appear to bo as far from a 
solution of tho mystery aa ever,

DESCENT IS MADE 



IN THREE SHOPS 



Places Visited Are Supposed to 
Be Part of Big Lottery 
System 



Washington, July 2.— Charged with 
using the United States mail for lot- 
tery purposes, the proprietors of three 
Chinese shops were arrested tonight. 
The raids on the places was made by 
Inspectors Dean and Barkley, assist- 
ed by about a dozen of tho local de- 
tective and police forces. In each of 
the places a large amount of gambling 
paraphernalia was found. 

What ordinarily would have been 
merely a local episode gains im- 
portance from the fact that the raid 
represented an effort of the post offico 
department to reach the centre of a 
widely ramifying Chinese lottery sys- 
tem, and gains interest from tho mur- 
der of Elsie. Sigel In New York, which 
has drawn the eyes of the world to tho 
unusually obscure doings of Chinamen 
in the United States. 

It was expected that the raid would 
bo simultaneous with similar active 
ties in other cities. It was planned 
with the utmost secrecy, and follew 
many days of careful work on the part 
of the post office inspectors. Almost 
In the shadow of the dome of the na- 
tional capltol, with hawk-llko swift- 
ness, the inspectors swooped down up- 
on the places and threw tho groups of 
Celestials for the moment Into the ut- 
most consternation, though the China- 
men soon lapsed into silence and pro- 
ceeded to forget what they knew of the 
English language. . 

The six alleged proprietors, all 
"Lees," were bundled into tho police 
wagon, together with papers covered 
with Chinese characters, and big tin 
pans, boxes, and bowls, bearing mys- 
terious figures. Great stacks of sup- 
posed lottery tickets printed in green 
were seized in each place. In some of 
them large splotches of red ink cover- 
ed the winning numbers. Tho inspec- 
tors think that one of the places raid- 
ed was the headquarters of the alleged 
lottery system. 

Because these tickets are being mail- 
ed to places outside of Washington, 
principally, it is said, in the territory 
between Baltimore and North Carolina, 
the postal authorities interfered. 

THREAT EN°T0 STRIKE 

Members of U. M. W. Employed By 
Dominion Coal Company 
Demand Conference 

Sydney, N. ri. \V., July 2. — "That the 
executive of District 2<j, of the U. M. W. 
and a representative of the Dominion 
Coal company meet on tho afternoon 
of Monday, July 5th, for the purpose or 
coming to an agreement, and In the 
event of the company not sending a rep- 
resentative to the conference, a strike 
to be Inaugurated July Gth, and thut 
the executive lie empowered to treat 
other companies and corporations in the 
same manner if necessary." 

The above resolution wus carried 
unanimously at the district convention 
of tlie U. M. W. of America which 
closed Its session here this afternoon. 
There were titty-seven delegates pres- 
ent, each of whom represented from 
twenty to live hundred men.

BIG HOTEL BURNED 



Hotel Ruisseaumont, at Lake Placid 
Totally Destroyed — Guests 
Narrowly Escape 




Lake Placid. New York, July 2.— In 
a lire entailing a financial , loss of 
nearly {200,000, the hotel Ruisseau- 
mont. one of the largest summer hotels 
at this resort, was totally destroyed 
early this morning, and guests, awak- 
ened from tlu-ir slumbers, narrowly es- 
caped witli their lives. 

The lire, which is supposed to have 
started In the tower of the hotel from 
an unknown cause, was discovered by 
Wm. Washburn, the night watchman, 
whose time clock shows that he had 
visited that point but half an hour be- 
fore. He had readied the office of the 
hotel when he heard the crackling of 
the flames, and running outside the 
building, discovered the hotel to be 
ablaze, and gave the alarm. 

All of the guests ^escaped, but none 
of them managed to save any of their 
belongings, ami several were obliged to 
lb-,, in their night clothing. 

Albert Clapsaddle, of llion. one of 
the (hotel employees, who slept be- 
neath tin- tower in which the lire 
started, was the only person badly In- 
jured, lie had a fair chance for es- 
cupe, but foolishly went back for his 
watch and was overcome by the flames 
and badly burned about the head am! 
face, receiving Injuries from which he 
may die. 

Tin- Ruisseaumont, which stood on 
high ground on the east side of Lake 
Placid, was owned by the Lake Placid 
Improvement Co., of which E, 'A Lar- 
ned, of New York, is president. It was 
built in 1853, and had accommodation 
for 300 people. 



Chinese Societies in Vancouver $1,400 
for Conviction of Men Guilty 
of Stabbing 

Vancouver,' July 2. — An additional re- 
ward of $700 tor the arrest and con- 
viction of the two Chinamen impli- 
cated in the stabbing affray which oc- 
curred in a Chinatown gambling den, 
was posted yesterday by the Fook Sing 
Society.

BARKLEY SOUND RAILWAY. 

The news that surveying has been 
begun on the proposed railway from 
Esquimau to Barkley Sound will be 
welcomed by the people of this city. 
As our readers know, tho Colonist has 
frequently spoken- In most favorable 
terms of the prospects of such a line, 
and has pointed out how very Import- 
ant a part It may play In the develop- 
ment of Vancouver Island and the en- 
hancement of the prosperity of Vic- 
toria. Our information is that the 
probability of the railway being built 
is very excellent, and that there is not 
likely to be any groat delay. 

The Idea which the Colonist has al- 
ways entertained in regard to the pro- 
posed railway is that it should he con- 
nected witli the Victoria and Sidney, 
and that the latter road should he ox- 
tended to Schwartz Bay, whence a line 
of car-ferries should he run to the 
nearest point on the mainland. The 
traffic that would be developed over 
such a line would be very large. It is 
impossible to treat of resources that 
have not yet been brought to light, and 
therefore, In speaking of the line to 
Barkley Sound no account can at pres- 
ent be taken of anything but the tim- 
ber a/id such mineral development as 
has already been made in the region 
to be served by it. The timber itself 
would furnish an enormous business 
for an indefinite period. From the ter- 
minous of the line on Barkley Sound 
the whole "West Coast of the Island 
could be served, and it would be per- 
fectly practicable to assemble at that 
terminus lumber cut from logs by mills 
as far north as Cape Cook. In other 
words, the great timber region extend- 
ing from Esquimalt to Barkley Sound 
and thence to Cape Cook, in all a dis- 
tance of about two hundred and fifty 
miles, could be made tributary to such 
a railway, and its products would be 
carried through Victoria to the mar- 
kets of the Prairies, except such part 
of it as might he shipped foreign, and 
of this a very considerable part would 
be sent from this city. In this region 
there is much of the finest timber in 
the world. We say, without fear of 
successful contradiction, that there is 
no city in the Dominion of Canada or 
anywhere else on the continent of Xorth 
America that has, lying adjacent to 
and directly tributary to it a territory 
in which there is such a vast amount 
of potential freight for a railway as is 
embraced within the area just describ- 
ed. The shipment of this timber east- 
ward would create a westward traffic 
in grain. A railway to Barkley Sound 
would not only mean sawmills at Es- 
quimau and all along the line of the 
road as well as upon the West Coast, 
but also the erection of grain elevators 
in this vicinity. We may add that 
there is no difticuily whatever in the 
assembling of sawn lumber at the 
Barkley Sound terminus of the line. 
It would be loaded on cars at the mills, 
and the cars would be carried on barges 
to the railway. We shall not say any- 
thing today about the mineral wealth 
of the territory wblch such a railway 
might be expected to develop, nor of 
its agricultural possibilities. Those are 
in the future; to e nsure railway con- 
struction it is necessary to show busi- 
ness in sight, and there Is more busi- 
ness in sight for a railway 100 miles 
long running west from Victoria than 
for any other hundred miles of new 
railway that can be proposed anywhere 
in Canada. Tin: more we Investigate 
the question, the more convinced are 
we that what we now say Is correct. 

The other day a Victorian said to the 
Colonist, "Have you considered how 
long it would talce to carry a shipload 
of goods on a car ferry'."' We have. 
Take a sample ferry, the Pere .Mar- 
quette. That ferry carries thirty- two 
loaded cars. It could run from Eng- 
lish Bluff in an hour and a half if 
driven at full speed. But let us allow 
three hours, so as to have a margin 
for loading and unloading and possible 
delays. This would permit six hours 
for the round trip, and therefore the 
capacity of such a ferry would 
be one hundred and twenty- 
eight cars every twenty-four 
hours one way. If one ferry would 
not do the business offering, It would 
bo easy to build more, hut we have an 
idea that if means wero provided for 
carrying one hundred and twenty-eight 
cars every day, or four trains of thirty- 
two cars each, and they were loaded 
both ways, the commercial world would 
have an Idea that Victoria had some- 
what of a conspicuous place upon the 
map. 

We add for the information of people 
in other parts of the island, whose in- 
terest In railway development Is just 
as great us our own, that wo by no 



hlthorto said in favor of railway con- 
struction to tho north of the Island 
and connection with a lino on the main- 
land somewhere In the neighborhood of 
Bute Inlet. Tho two projects are not 
rivals., Victoria is vastly interested in 
both. Wo refer to the Barkley Sound 
line at this time only because Its con- 
struction seems measurably near. 

LAND CLEARING 

We have already had references to 
the strongly expressed desire of many 
people on Vancouver Island that the 
government shall undertuke In some 
way to assist in land clearing. In 
order* to avoid a misunderstanding it 
may be well to say that no one ex- 
pects tlie government to do anything 
for nothing. I*. In contemplated that 
the people, whose land is cleared, 
shall bsur all the cost, hut tho plan 
aimed al is one 'hat will have the 
cost in tho flrt-t place defrayed out of 
tlte public treasury, to be recouped 
by thi land owners.' It is an appli- 
cation of the principle of local im- 
provement to rural districts. In cities 
tlie municipal body undertakes to 
meet the cost of needed improvements 
on the condition that the people, 
whose property Is benefited thereby, 
shall repay tho money with interest 
by annual instalments, if they prefer 
that plan to a single cash payment. 
It is evident that land clearing could 
not be undertaken upon precisely the 
Bane plan ,is paving a street, hut the 
principle in each case might be tlie 
same. A p'an that seems to meet 
with a good deal of favor is that the 
government shall purchase a number 
of stumping machines and provide 
men to operate them, and that those 
sha'l be let out to farmers, who will 
furnish the labor other than that 
needed to run the machines. Pay- 
ment for the use of the machine can 
either be made by the farmer at the 
time, or It can be spread over a term 
oi" >ears and be collected in the same 
munner as taxes are collected. We 
assume that some legislation would be 
necessary to legalize such an arrange- 
ment between the government and 
tlie farmers, and to make the cost of 
operating the .machines a charge 
upon the land of those using them. 
Several variations in this plan have 
been proposed, but the principle in 
them all. is the same. Wo understand 
thru it 'Is the intention of the Van- 
couver Island Development League to 
press this matter upon the consider- 
ation of the government. It is along 
the same line of assistance to agri- 
culture as the aid given by the gov- 
ernment to dyking schemes, to cream- 
eries and the like. Details must ne- 
cessarily differ in different cases, but 
the fundamental idea is that the gov- 
ernment shall'' co-operate with the 
farmers. We feel yery sure that 
until somo such plan of this Is work- 
ed out the rapid extension of the cul- 
tivated area on Vancouver Island will 
be impossible. 



were in tho eastern sky and radiated 
from the horizon In tho shape of a 
great fan. Between Cue light rays 
were fan-shaped spaces that seemed 
fUmost black. A few days previously 
very marked ruys extended- upwards 
from tho place where the Sun was set- 
ting. Bays extending downwards from 
the setting Sun when near the hori- 
zon are common enough. About two 
weeks ago a very remarkable halo 
surrounded the Sun almost all the 
morning. It was exceedingly distinct. 
Whether or not it had any relation to 
the rays mentioned cannot of, course 
be said. Tlie explanation given for 
these peculiar lights by the writer In 
question is that tho nucleus of a 
comet is a huge gaseous mass, which 
nets like a lens. The sunlight passing 
through it forms the tail of (he comet, 
und this is light, when the earth hap- 
pens to be in line with the comet and 
the Sun, enters our atmosphere, and 
coming as it is very likely to do at a 
different angle from the direct rays of 
the Sun, produce unusual light effects. 
The writer of tlie article does not at- 
tempt to explain why the rays refer- 
red to should produce storms or 
earthquakes, but he might very rea- 
sonably say that we do not know 
how the direct rays of 5 the Sun pro- 
duce those results, which regulate life 
upon the earth. The theory Is im- 
material, for at best It could be little 
more than a guess, but tlie fact of Uw 
writer having predicted earthquakes 
and unusual lights In the sky as a 
result of the pasi-age of tile comet is 
worth at least passing notice. 

Sir Thomas LIpton would like to 
have another try for tlie American 
cup.

Count Zeppelin says that he will try- 
to reach the North Pole, If Bufllclont 
money Is forthcoming. This puts 
puts something of a new face upon 
the airship business. It Is hardly 
possible to take very seriously an in- 
vention which is to be put to such 
a use at tills early stage. The trials 
of tlie Zeppelin airships have not been 
so wonderful that Its Inventor can 
yet afford to stop experimenting and 
go off on wild goose chases, 



The recent murders in India can 
hardly fall to produce a profound im- 
pression upon the public mind, and 
may lead to very much more severe 
steps ^being taken to put down sedi- 
tion In that country than any yet re- 
sorted to. Here is the ease of a young 
and educated Hindu'' killing in cold 
blood a man with 'whom lie is in con- 
versation, and after tlie commission 
of the crime exhibits neither remorse 
for it nor dread of Its consequences. 
Even before tlie days of the Mutiny 
nothing so significant as this occurred. 
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THE GEORGIAN BAY CANAL. 

The Department of Public Works 
has issued a report on the Georgian 
Bay canal, which is one of the most 
notable public documents ever issued 
by the Canadian government. The 
report Itself Is a book of over 600 pages, 
In which there are numerous maps 
and profiles. In another volume there 
are 24 large reproductions of what are 
called "typical views on the projected 
route." Then there are 50 plates ac- 
companying the report. the whole 
forming a compilation of matter that 
Is almost unique, and is certainly very 
complete, It is a model of what may 
be done in the way of compiling in- 
formation upon a matter that Is deem- 
ed by those favoring It to be one of 
great public Importance. There is a 
question in which tills city and Island 
are Interested that might well receive 
similar consideration; but of that 
more upon another occasion. 

The conclusion readied by the Com- 
missioners, who Investigated the sub- 
ject, anil whose report is now publish- 
ed, is that a 22-fOOt waterway for 
boats 600 feet long, 00 feet wide and 
drawing 20 feet of water, can he es- 
tablished from the Creut Lakes to the 
seaboard by way of the French and 
Ottawa rivers at a cost of $100,000,000, 
and that the annual charge for main- 
tenance, including the storage of the 
waters of the Ottawa, will be $'.100,000. 
The distance from Montreal to Geor- 
gian Bay would be 140 miles. The 
highest point on the canal would he 
659 feet above sea level and would be 
reached by 23 locks; the descent to 
the lake would be US feet and would 
require four locks. A steamer would 
be 70 hours In passing, through the 
canal, which would he open, for navi- 
gation, on an average, 210 days a year. 
The Commissioners advise that before 
such a work is unortaken additional 
Information us to tlie water to he 
utilized should be obtained, and that 
the world's experience In the develop- 
ment of waterways should be studied. 
In tlie face of tin.' report it Is not sur- 
prising that Sir Wilfrid Laurler has 
declined to commit the government to 
the early construction of the canal. 

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS. 

It is interesting to note, In view of 
the number of earthquake shocks re- 
cently recorded, that a writer In Col- 
lier's Weekly, who claims to have 
been observing comets for more than 
thirty years, said in a recent issue of 
that paper that the passage of a comet 
which was at perihelion about two 
weeks ago, would be likely to cause 
seismic disturbances. This writer 
also mentioned other things that might 
hi: expected at this time. One of 
them was the presence of unusual 
light rays in the sky. These have been 
noted by several persona in Victoria,

Prisoner Still Waiting 

Ap vet tlic authorities of Munroe 
county, Iowa, have shown no particular 
•hurrv in sending .after the mulato, 
Chat-lev .rallies, alias Jones, arrested at 
Ladysmith by Provincial Constable 
Cassidy and town Constable Callender, 
und believed to be the man wanted for 
the murder, on December 12, 1904, at 
Buxton, Iowa, of Jack Johns, shot and 
killed In a barroom quarrel. James 
was identified by a negro named 
Brown, a miner employed at present at 
Ladysmith, but who, at the' time of the 
killing of Johns, was deputy sheriff al 
Buxton arid headed the pursuit after 
the murderer, but failed to effect his 
capture .Tames was arrested at Lady- 
smith about ten days ago and brought 
to Victoria, where he is now being held 
at tho Provincial jail. The Iowa au- 
thorities were communicated with by 
Superintendent of Provincial Police 
Hussey and replied that they would 
come for the prisoner, but so far no 
.sign of the emissary of the Jaw from 
the other side of the boundary has been 
.seen. Yesterday the Provincial police 
department hero again wired Sheriff 
Griffon; of Munroe county, asking what 
lie intended doing In the matter.

That some methods in vogue at the 
Isolation hospital require correction 
was the unanimous opinion of , the 
members of the city council, who sat 
last night us a board of health to con- 
sider matters pertaining to the health 
regulations of the city. The board, 
as such, meets on an average of about 
twice a year or perhaps three times 
at the most, and lust evening was one 
of the very few occasions on which 
that phase of the civic administra- 
tion received consideration. 

As a result of the short session it 
was decided that hereafter doctors 
who are attending patients In the 
Isolation hospital shall not be allowed 
to telephone prescriptions to Terry 
Company, druggists, who have the 
civic contract to supply medicines for 
use at the hospital, and have the cost 
of such prescriptions charged up to 
the city. Where it is necessary that 
prescriptions for patients whose care 
is being charged to the city shall be 
made Up at the city's expense, the 
city is willing to pay, but the civic 
fathers balk at doctors charging up 
medicines for patients who are pri- 
vate patients, and for whose rare the 
City does not consider Itself respon- 
sible. 

.Mayor Hall stated that it had been 
brought to his attention that in 
many cases the doctors called by pati- 
ents to attend them, Had been In tho 
practice of charging up prescriptions 
to the city, and while ills Worship 
could not say. how much the city has 
been called upon to pay In such in- 
stances still not a cent of civic money 
should be expended for such purpose. 

Some of the nurses, also, have been 
in the practice of ordering medicines 
and even groceries whenever they felt 
so Inclined. While these articles 
were used at the hospital, still. It Is 
claimed, the nurses have no author- 
ity to do any ordering. Hereafter no 
orders for medicines or other sup- 
plies will be allowed except such as 
arc sent into the; sanitary Inspector 
by the manager of the hospital, Mr. 
King, unless In cases of emergency 
when he may order the necessary 
articles himself. 

The application of Mrs. King, mat- 
ron at the hospital, for an Increase 
in salary, will not be granted as the 
year's estimates have been passed, 
and there are no funds allowing of 
increases In salaries. 

Sanitary Inspector Lancaster re- 
ported that the health of the city at 
the present time is good. There are 
now nine cases at the isolation hos- 
pital.

FOR ROYAL BANK 



New Government Street Finan- 
cial Structure Will Be 
Credit to Victoria 




Costing in the neighborhood of $00,- 
000 and of a design which will make 
It one of the most beautiful buildings 
in the city, the new home of the 
Royal Bunk of Canada, which will be 
erected on Government street Immedi- 
ately south of the premises occupied 
by A. E. Morris, tobacconist, will be 
one of the most up-to-date and sub- 
stantial bank buildings In the west. 
The cut of the new building, which 
appearod In yesterday morning's Col- 
onist, gives an adequate idea of the 
beauty of the building, which will 
have a frontage on Government street 
of 45 feet and a depth of 70 feet. 

The building will be two storeys in 
height, the lower floor being wholly 
devoted to the banking premises. The 
banking room will be twenty-live feet 
in height, and the full width of the 
building. The necessary ollices, for 
the staff and manager, messenger 
room, manager's room, lavatory, etc., 
occupy the whole of the ground iloor. 
The Interior finishing will be In har- 
mony with the rest of the building. 
The floor will be laid with Tarrazo 
tiles, and the walls covered with a 
marble dado, while at Intervals will 
be massive phllastres finished with 
"Sacgllola" marble. Expensive and 
appropriate office furnishings will be 
Installed at a large cost. 

In the basement, to which an elec- 
tric elevator will run, will be the 
strong boxes of the institution, four 
vaults fitted with the latest protective 
apparatus. The boiler room, lavator- 
ies, etc., will be located there. 

The Upp*r Floor 

The entrance to the upper floor, on 
which will bo seven offices for rent- 
ing, will lead from the front at the 
north side of the building. The llcors 
of the corridors will be of tile, and 
the finish of the whole of an elabor- 
ate nature. Prom a large skylight In 
the roof, of art glass, the banking 
room beneath will be lighted, while 
an extensive system of artificial light- 
ing will be Installed. 

The front of the new building will 
be of classic design. The main en- 
trunce will be In the centre flanked 
on both sides by two Immense, solid 
pillars, each weighing twelve tons 
twenty-four feet In height and two 
feet seven Inches In diameter. Gran- 
ite will be used exclusively for the 
front, while the side and rear walls 
of the building will be of brick. 

The main entrance will be what is 
known as a recess doorway, of cast 
Iron grill work the doors being cov- 
ered with rolled copper with grill 
work in the panels> Tho masslveness 
as well as beauty of the entrance will 
be a feature of the building. 

Fire proof construction will be the 
aim throughout, the walls and floors 
being lined with . hollow fire- proof 
tile, tho beams being of steel and re- 
inforced concrete. Tenders for the 
erection of tho building have already 
been received, and as soon as they 
have been considered by the head 
office of the bank the contract will 
be awarded.

Clarence Hoard, engineer In charge 
of the preliminary surveys for the 
Victoria Barkley Sound Railway has 
located his first survey camp near 
I'olwood, on A. Pcate's farm. The 
party consists of Hi men. Work com- 
menced some two months ago when 
a. topographical survey was made by 
.Mr. Hoard as far as Coal creek. Easy 
gradients were found except in a few 
Isolated places and the latter difficul- 
ties, Mr. Hoard thinks, will be easily 
overcome. An easy grade has been 
discovered coming down to Esquimau 
harbor but some little difficulty Is ex- 
perienced In the grade from the Sum- 
mit down to Sooke harbor. No diffi- 
culties beyond the ordinary have been 
encountered from the west of San 
Juan on. The present survey Ts of a 
section of the projected road about 25 
miles in length extending from Col- 
wood to Otter Point. The company 
received its charter at the last session 
of tho provincial leglslture. It has 
two years In which to expend $lf>,000 
upon preliminary work.

Later on— by next season, in all pro- 
bability— It is intended to replace this 
temporary accommodation by the erec- 
tion of a picturesque rustic chalet, 
which will he open and cater for all 
guests presenting themselves during 
the shooting as well as the fishing 
season. Heretofore one groat drawback 
in connection with the enjoyment of a 
visit to Cowlchan lake and the famous 
down river trip through the rapids 
under the chaperonage of the Indian 
canoeists, has been that there Is no 
midway accommodation, and it has 
therefore been necessary for sportsmen 
and sightseers to carry with them 
blankets, tents, provisions, and all the 
camp impedimenta, pitching camp for 
themselves when about midway down 
the river to Duncan. With very many 
this has been such an obstacle that the 
Cowlchan lake and river trip has been 
reluctantly abandoned. 

The spot chosen for the Empress 
camp and the chalet which is projected 
for the future, is on a charmingly 
situated flat, with the fir-clothed 
mountains towering in front and be- 
hind — a distinctly picturesque location, 
and easily accessible from Duncan by 
those who have not the time, or pos- 1 
slbly the Inclination, to go ns far as'l 
the lake. 

As it is distant from the railway | 
point but ten miles, it should be a j 
popular objective both for driving par- 
ties and motorists, and riders of tho I 
humble bicycle.

It is impossible to read the reports 
of the meetings of the Quinquennial 
without a feeling of thankfulness that 
in many respects Victoria is not as 
other cities are. 

A few days ago Dr. Helen MaoMur- 
phy of Toronto told her hearers that 
in *50 minutes she could show them 50 
feeble minded children and that there 
were 700 such women and children in 
the province of Ontario. 

Speakers from Holland and from 
England described the work that is 
being done to make .the lives of the 
unfortunates who are unfitted to take 
part in the struggle for existence as 
happy and as useful as possible and 
to prevent them from injuring others, 
The lessons to be learned from them 
will be of value to Miss MacMurphy 
and other philanthropists who aro 
working to prevent the evils that fol- 
low' from allowing children and adults 
of weak minds from associating with 
those whose Intellects are sound. 

The value of the future welfare of 
Canada of the proper care Of the 
feeble minded is very great. In our 
own province the need for provision 
for the children who cannot be edu- 
cated in the public schools is only be- 
ginning to be felt but as population 
multiplies, and years pass it will in- 
crease. Would it not be well if in 
connection with the hospital for the 
treatment of mental diseases to lie 
built at Coquitlam a school suited for 
children of defective Intellect could be 
opened'.' Here they would have the ad- 
vantage of the oversight of the 
specialists in charge of tin- hospitals 
and those capable of cure could !"■ re- 
stored in their parents as soon as 
cure was effected. 



the British Dominions to make gov- 
ernment honest and Empire honor- 
able. Is there not here a hint for 
the women who are seeking to do 
their part in empire building. It is 
the mothers of the nation who can ac- 
complish most in this work. This 
needs neither the ballot nor the sword. 
To send out Into the marts of the 
world and into its legislative halls 
men who will refuse; tfl do a dishon- 
orable act or to make profit in a dis- 
honest way is to be accomplished, if 
at all, by the women of the empire. 
If mothers teach their children that 
no gain can compensate them for loss 
of character, If wives refuse to shara 
the money won by dishonest means, If 
girls give their love to the upright 
rather than the successful man, dis- 
honesty whether In the state or in the 
commercial world would disappear, 

It is because women value wealth 
and the luxuries that wealth can buy 
more than integrity of life and single- 
ness of purpose, that much of the 
corruption which disgraces public life 
and has lowered the tout; of the busi- 
ness world Is possible. 

Truth and honor are virtues which 
grow up in the home and if the em- 
pire la to be preserved from decay Its 
children must acquire them before 
they enter upon the battle of life. In 
the work of Implanting them the 
women of the nation have at least as 
great a share as the men and none 
could be more unfortunate.

1 nf playgrounds in the 
cities was another of the subjects that 
occupied the attention of many earn- 
est and enthusiastic speakers. It is 
bard M believe that the time may 
con,,, when that need will lie felt as 
keenly in Victoria as it is in Toronto 
today, where thousands of children 
cannot play any game without dan- 
ger oi being arrested by the police- 
man. Hut those who watch carefully 
the progress of our city can see that 
unless provision is made while the 
city is building, the same conditions 
will arise as in older cities. One of 
the speakers said that there should lie 
a playground in every quarter of a 
mile. Now most Victoria mothers 
have ample yard room where the little 
mies can play and the older children 
can find vacant lots within short dis- 
tances of their homes. Hut if any 
reader will take the trouble to walk a 
mile In any direction from the water- 
front It will be seen that in many 
places the new houses have very little 
yard room. Two or three buildings 
are being put up where only would 
have been erected ten years ago. We 
cannot prevent and perhaps should 
not regret that this is being done. It 
Is one of the signs of the growth of | 
population. But the children who 
five or ten years after this occupy 1 
these homes will need room to play. I 
The Central school reserve Itself is 
being crowded with buildings and the I 
thousand or more children who study I 
In them have scarcely room to enjoy I 
a romp, much less play games in the 
periods of intermission from studies. ; 

It is true- the ; cars now run, to the 
beaches near at hand and this is a 
great boon.' But ns fine houses are 
built near the. waterfront and beauti- 
fully kept lawns stretch down to the 
shore, the presence of the noisy little 
revellers will not be welcomed by all 
their owners. 

It would cost very little now to 
reserve playgrounds in many parts of 
Victoria. Not large parks to which, 
I grown up people would be admitted, 
j but room for the children to play. 
I In the meantime we cannot be too 
j thankful for the .ample space, the 
fresh breezes, the bright sunhlne that 
■make the holidays a time of delight 
for the poorest as well as the richest 
of children In Victoria. As we look 
; at their strong limbs, their bright 
! eyes and their rosy faces we will hope 
i that their children will enjoy the same 
I pleasures as till their holidays with 
I gladness. To ensure this is one of 
; the duties of tin; fathers and mothers 
: of the Victoria today.

STABLE AT WILLOWS 



Son Temporarily On Decline, 
But Recent Defeat Will Not 
Affect Future Career

There Is every probability that Vic- 
toria sportsmen will have a chance tn 
see Frank!? Nell, one of the greatest 
bantam-weight fighters the world ever 
knew, within a few days. 

This diminutive Queensberry warrior, 
who is at present In the discard 
through having recently been de- 
feated in San Francisco, by the junior 
member of the Attell firm, Is planning 
tn come here on a visit to his father. 
Papa Neil has a racing stable at the 
Willowy. 

This may sound like an ordinary an- 
nouncement, but it Is not when you 
take into consideration the fact that 
this youth is one of the most famous 
mitt wlelders who ever entered u pad- 
ded arena, and has fought about as 
many battles In his twenty-three years 
of life as the oldest veteran In the busi- 
ness. There are a whole lot of Interest- 
ing things to tell about Frankie. 

Tn the first place, he Is like all chil- 
dren, and thinks that he knows more 
than the wise old dad who was bucking 
the fame of "get-the-meal-ticket" be- 
fore he was born. At least Krankie 
was of this opinion until his last en- 
gagement, when one of the rankest 
dubs that ever got away with a title 
put the Indian sign on him, Here are 
n few of the details of his encounter 
with Monte Attell: 

Made Hit in East. 

Frankle had just finished a success- 
ful winter and spring tour of the East- 
ern states. He is nothing If not a 
speedy boy. and won light after fight 
of the six and ten round variety, which 
rife permitted in the torrid zone of the 
reform belt. Through these successes 
he managed to put away several hun- 
dred dollars, which he thought he 
would invest in a small wager with 
Abie's younger brother down in Cof- 
fioth's stronghold.

Well, he made the 
weight all right, but when lie was ready 
to enter the ring it was plain to those 
who knew him in lie- past that la- was 
not his real self. The fact that he was 
overtrained and weak was even more 
evident as the battle progrnnsed. The 



left punch that has won young Neil a 
large percentage of his ring engage- 
ments was gone, and he was gradu- 
ally beaten down by the Hebrew boy. 

After it was all over, Frankle wrote 
a letter to his father in this city. It's 
contents arc uninteresting to the pub- 
lic, but it may be said that he Acknow- 
ledged to the man who managed him 
for several years, and to whom he Is 
Indebted for the most brilliant part of 
his career, that he has been a prodigal 
in a professional way, and is now will- 
ing to take a few lessons from Father. 

And take it from me. Father Is more 
than callable of teaching Frankle a few 
tricks yet. When the parent was in 
charge (d' the son they made a long 
trip over to England and some of the 
other countries on the other side and 
cleaned up about live thousand smacks 
outside of travelling and training ex- 
penses. Then Jim, the Senior, ribbed 
Krankie up to several other contests, 
which wore successfully held, and 
which ended in favor of thi' scrappy 
youngster. So much lor the domestic 

side of his Visit. 

Has Many Meanings. 

This visit up here may mean a whole 
lot from the standpoint of the further 
pursuit of the fighting game by Krankie 
Me has now recovered from his late 
beating, and there is every reason to 
believe that he will make Victoria his 
IVHting place until he can go out and 
lac tin- world as his old self.

Columbia went 
out In front at the .start, but Cornell 
with the easy Courtney stroke quick- 
ly took the lead and was never seri- 
ously pressed. All the crews rowed 
splendid races, and Syracuse and Co- 
lumbia both finished within the re- 
cord made by Syracuse In 1005. 

The freshmen eight-oared race 
went to Cornell by a length over 
Syracuse, Pennsylvania made a line 
spurt In the last lap being three- 
quarters of 11 length ahead of Wis- 
consin, who was about four lengths 
ahead of Columbia. Official time, 
Cornell, D:07 3-5; Syracurse, second, 
tell 4-5; Pennsylvania, third, 0:21; 
Wisconsin, fourth, 0:22 4-5; Columbia, 
fifth, 0:2G. The lirst two crews broke 
the record, which was 9:18, made by 
Cornell in 1003.

Her stal- 
wart crews made a clean sweep of 
the fifteenth annual regatta of the 
Inter-Collegiate Rowing Association 
Just as these of her sister university 
in New England swept over Yale at 
New London. But . Cornell did more 
than defeat the crews of other four 
universities represented In today's 
races, she established two records, 
lor the two mile course, one in the 
Varsity four oared and another in tile 
freshman eight oared. Altogether it 
was a great day tor the Collegians 
from Ithaca, and tonight they are 
celebrating in true Cornell style .Cor- 
nell's sweeping victory was not un- 
expected. It was conceded that she 
would take the four oared and prob- 
ably the freshman eight, but there 
was doubt about the Varsity eight, 
the big race of the das'. This proved 
to lie the hardest contest the other 
two being won rather easily. In t In- 
Varsity eight, however. Cornell found 
an unexpected contender in Columbia, 
and it took till the stamina and great 
strength of Cornell's crew to poke the 
bow of their shell across the finishing 
line a length in the lead. The four 
oared race Cornell won three lengths 
ahead 01' Syracuse, and in the fresh- 
men eight by a length from Syracuse. 
The Official Time. 
The otlieial time in this particular 
race would indicate that Cornell's lead 
over Syracuse at the finish was more 
than a length, and ill the opinion of 
scores of observers an error was made, 
but there was no change In the time as 
originally given out by the official. The 
unofficial time in the freshman's race 
was 9:14. Thus, Cornell lowered two 
records for the course, the four-oared 
by 14 2-5 HOC, and the Freshmen eight 
by 10 2-5 sec. 

A strong wind and a favorable tide 
is partly responsible for the fast time 
made In the lirst two races. Before 
the 'Varsity race was called, the wind 
had died away to a light breeze, and. 
the tide had turned. Syracuse made 
the best showing next to Cornell, tak- 
ing second place In both the four-oured 
'Varsity and the Freshmen eight, and 
third p'lnce in the 'Varsity eight. Wis- 
consin, thi' only western university re- 
presented, had crews in but two races, 
and finished in fourth place in both, 
while Pennsylvania's showing was 
b ast creditable. Her crews finished 
last in both the eight and foups, and 
took third place in the Freshmen eight. 
Columbia proved surprisingly strong In 
the big race', but could finish no better 
than fourth In the 'Varsity fours and 
last in the Freshman race. Not amis-, 
hap of any kind marred the day's sport. 
The weather was perfect, but the 
crowds did not come, and the assemb- 
ling of smart river craft was far less 
than former years.

Fastest Sprinters in the World 
to Compete at English 
Championships 



NEW RECORDS 

SHOULD BE MADE 



South African Demon Has 
Trained Hard for This 
Meeting 



The two greatest sprinters in the 
world will meet today at the English 
championships, which will he held this 
afternoon in London. They are both 
British. American papers please copy. 

Bobby Kerr, of Hamilton, who holds 
the world's record for the 220 yards 
ilash, and Reggie Walker, ot South 
Africa, who is credited with doing the 
century sprint in 9 2-5 sees., will op- 
pose each other to determine who is 
really superior in both of these events. 

Since the Olympic games at London, 
last year, when Walker won from Kerr 
in thi! century sprint, it has been quite 
a topic in sporting circles, and many 
different opinions have been expressed 
as to the outcome. If the speedy pair 
met again on the cinder path. The 
Canadian got a bad start in the hun- 
dred at the Olympic games, and claims 
he can win from the Johannesburg 
speed burner at. this distance. 

IValker, however, is running in fine 
form, and slie r the big' world's cham- 
pionships, lie has made the hundred 
under ten seconds on several occa- 
sions, and these performances have 
made him :l favorite over the Can- 
adian at this distance. 

In the 220 yard dash it is quite a 
different story. Iverr established the 
world's record last, year, and his time 
has not since been beaten by any ath- 
lete. Walker has not competed in very 
many 220 y ard dashes in open competi- 
tion, but reports have it that he has 
been training hard 011 the side for the 
longer sprint. He has been working 
out a good ileal during the past couple 
of weeks at Stamford Bridge, near 
London, with Duncker, the English 
hurdler, going on the track morning 
and afternoon. 

The Canadian has also been doing 
hard training, and expects to defeat 
Walker In both events, hut the speedy 
Hamilton sprinter. will have his hands 
full. Kerr has been training In Lon- 
don with a lad named Harris, an 11 sec. 
sprinter. A great dual of interest Is 
being taken in the meeting of this pair 
the world over, as they are the speed- 
iest sprinters that ever wore a spiked 
shoe.

Many places were beer 
saloons, and In all, about forty "blind 
pigs" went up In smoke. 

Few* companies will take insurance 
here, and In the entire street an In- 
surance man says less than fifty 
-Jiousand dollars will cover the en-' 
*^ra amount of insurance carried. 

This is the third (ire, the other two 
being comparatively small, that has 
started in Chinese restaurants, and 
there is great indignation among the 
citizens, many of whom threaten to 
start an agitation to have the yellow- 
men excluded froir the town. 

The flames were finally got under 
control after they had licked up 
practically everything in sight, and 
what was yesterday a hive of com- 
mercial and domestic activity is now 
nothing but a charred waste. For a 
half mile the town 1ms been com- 
pletely swept clear, and nothing re- 
mains but 'heaps of blackened embers. 
AM three theatres and the roller rink 
have been turned into temporary re- 
fuges for the unfortunate thousands 
who have lost their homes, and to- 
night they will sleep in these places. 
A relief committee lias been appoint- 
ed, and thoy are now actively at work 
arranging to care for the unfortunate's 
who aro so suddenly deprived of 
their all.

ASSASSIN SHOWS 



East Indian Who Snot Colonel 
Wyllie Appears in Police 
Court 



London, July 2..— Madar Leloeff 
Dhlnagrl, the Indian student who lost 
night shot and killed Lieut. Col. Sir 
William Hutt Curzon Wyllie and Dr. 
Cawas Lacaca, of Shanghai, at the 
conclusion of a public gathering in 
the Imperial Institute, was arraigned 
In the Westminster police court this 
morning and remanded for One week 
after being formally charged with wil- 
ful murder. 

In the dock the prisoner appeared 
quite unconcerrted. He stood with his 
hands in his hip pockets and shook 
his head .negatively when asked if lie 
wished to say anything. Subsequent- 
ly, however, he said that lie had not 
wilfully killed Dr. Lalcaca. 

"I saw him advance and then ho 
caught hold of me. I fired in self- 
defence," lie declared. 

The proceedings lasted only a few 
minutes and the Hindu prisoner was 
removed to Jail under a strong guard. 
This Is the first time the methods of 
the terrorists have been introduced 
Into political agitation In England and 
the country has awaked to the fact 
in an ugly temper. The prisoner 
whose age is given as twenty-six. Is 
said to have relatives In good stand- 
ing in Calcutta. 

In the India Oillce, the murder of 
Col. "Wyllie, who was a political aide 
de camp to Lord Morley, secretary of 
state for India, is held to be entirely 
political. 

Imaginary Grievance. 

The dead official, so far as is known, 
had had no personal dealings with 
Dhlnagrl, and the India Office view is 
that the outrage was due to some 
imaginary grievance against the sys- 
tem of government. The National 
India Association, under whose aus- 
pices the gathering In the Imperial 
Institute was held, was formed for 
the purpose of establishing relations 
between the peoples of Great Britain 
and India. 

Sir Alfred and Lady Lyall received 
the guests, who numbered some 300 
Anglo-Indian officers, office officials 
and students. The scene was a pic- 
turesque one. There were present 
many native Indians and women in 
picturesque native costumes and with 
the exception of the assassin every- 
body was in evening dress. Dhinagrl 
was attired in ordinary morning dress 
and wore a turban. 

The tickets to the function were 
placed with great rare In. order that 
they should get Into the hands only 
of reliable persons. It is reported that 
the prisoner has made a lengthy state- 
ment to the police setting forth In de- 
tail his political grievances, but this 
is being withheld until the authorities 
have time to make full enquiries. Noth- 
ing appears to be known at the Indian 
ottice of Dhinagri's antecedents. 

The Indian students generally pro- 
fess detestation of the crime, but 
many of them are known to he active 
members of the London branches of 
the societies conducting a campaign of 
sedition and anarchy In India. Scot- 
land Yard recently received Informa- 
tion which led to increased activity in 
the Investigation of the movements 
and antecedents of certain Indian .stu- 
dents here, who, it is alleged, have de- 
signs on prominent English officers. 
Lord Morley himself for some time 
past has been under police protection 
and when he left London he was at- 
tended by Scotland Yard detectives. 

Lieut-Col. Wy'lle hud spent his en- 
tire life working In the interests of the 
welfare of India.

SUGAR TRUST INDICTED 



Government Seeks to Enact Penalties 
for Infraction of Sherman 
Anti- T rtist Law 

New York, July 2. — The federal grand 
jury yesterday laid the groundwork for 
another gigantic anti-trust suit with 
the Indictment of the American Sugar 
Refining Company as a corporation, 
six of its directors, and two promin- 
ent lawyers. 

The defendants are charged with 
conspiracy In restraint of trade under 
a clause of the Sherman law. The pen- 
alty Is a line of not more than $5,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than ton 
years, or both, in the case of a cor- 
poration. 

The Individuals indicted aro: Wash- 
ington B. Thomas; president of the 
American Sugar Refining Company; 
Arthur Donnoo, Chns. R. • Sen ft', and 
John 13. Parsons, all of New York; John 
Mayer, of Morrlstown; and George H. 
Frazier, of Philadelphia. All aro di- 
rectors of tlie company. 

The. others Indictee! aro: Gustavo E. 
Korcl and Thomas E. Hartnett, coun- 
sel for Adolf Segal, whose plant, tho 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Company, 
was shut down by the trust, and whoso 
fight In retaliation and the testimony 
brought out In tho suit for $30,000,000 
recently settled out of court, largely 
furnished a basis for the government 
prosecution.' 

Tho defendants will answer to the 
indictments next Tuesday.

Applying Match to Barrol of Gasoline 
Causes Fatal Explosion at 
Shag Harbor, N. S. 



Halifax, July 2.— Two boys were 
killed and four others were badly In- 
jured It) an explosion at the Halifax & 
Southwestern railway station at Shag 
Harbor yesterday. Tho boys were play- 
ing around and asked the woman sta- 
tion agent for a match. A moment later 
a terrific explosion followed, and tho 
station was enveloped In flames. The 
boya wore hurled In all directions, 
two being killed outright.

Berlin, .Inly 2. — A powerful new poli- 
tical force came Into being In Germany 
a few days ago when the Coremost re- 
presentatives of trade and finance 
handed themselves together for the pro- 
tection of the country's business Inter- 
ests.

28 per cent, of the population, it holds 
almost autocratic sway over legislation 
and Government policy.

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German Naval Officer Tells of 
Activity of Teutons in the 
South Seas 

NORTH GERMAN LLOYD 

LINE COMING HERE 



Ditton Had Sensational Vovage 
to Australia — Modern Is- 
raelites Bring a Zoo 



Completing a pleasant passage from 
tho Antipodes, the Canadian- Austra- 
lian liner Aorangi, Capt. J. D. S. Phil- 
lips, reached the outer wharf yesterday 
morning. She hud a full complement 
of passengers, every room being taken. 
Several notable travellers were in- 
cluded among the 24S arrivals, of whom 
SO debarked at this port, among the 
number being Captain Heinemann, a 
German naval officer who is on 
furlough from the German cruiser 
Planet, engaged in patrolling the South 
Sea Islands, and recently on survey 
work on the New Guinea coast; Pro- 
fessor Frelsland, a noted German au- 
thority on the dead languages, who re- 
cently retired from Bremen University, 
and his son, G. Preisland, of Melchers 
and Co., of Shanghai, agents of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Com- 
pany In the Orient; R. J. Colebrooke 
and Miss Colebrooke, brother and sis- 
ter of Lord Colebrooke; Madame So- 
brino, a noted operatic soprano who 
has been touring in the Orient with the 
Withers Concert Company, headed by 
C. H. Gibbons, of this city; C. E. Mor- 
ton, a prominent New Zealand news- 
paper man, who is bound to England; 
Capt. J, II. Hope- Johnston, a British 
army officer; Mrs. A. Laschiavo; A. T. 
Danks and wife, who have been tour- 
ing the world, and many others. 
From New Guinea. 
Captain Heinemann, in an interview 
with a Colonist reporter on board the 
steamer, said he was returning from 
] lerbertshohc, German New Guinea, 
where his ship is stationed. He is going 
to Berlin. The Planet Is a small cruis- 
er engaged usually in patrol work 
among the German islands of the South 
Pacific and within the past few years 
her' crew has had some exciting ex- 
periences when landing parties have 
been put ashore in the Solomons to 
punish murders of settlers, traders and 
others by the blacks. 

Capt. Heinemann says the Anglo- 
German commission which has been 
engaged In delimlnating the boundary 
across New Guinea for the British and 
German governments has about com- 
pleted its work. The survey was car- 
ried out most amicably, the two parties 
living In the same camp most of the 
time. Capt. Von Koerster is in charge 
of the German party. 

The Samoan Rising. 
Other vessel of the German squad- 
ron In the South Pacific have been at 
Apia, Samoa, owing to the recent trou- 
bles there. These, says Capt. Heino- 
mnmn. have now been settled. The 
flagship Leipzig 1 , and cruisers Titnnla 
and Arcona are at Apia. Vice- Admiral 
< 'oerper, who was on the flagship, ar- 
rived by the last steamer from Austra- 
lia, having embarked at Suva, on his 
way to Berlin to report concerning the 
affair. He and his chief of staff, Capt. 
Boedicker, attended several of the 
"fonos" held by the Samoans. The ad- 
miral explained that he was sent to 
Samoa by His Majesty the Kaiser with 
powerful ships, to protect the loyal and 
friendly Samoans, but that he would 
not hesitate to use arms against those 
who opposed the orders of the govern- 
ment with rebellious intent, and had 
made impertinent demands. 

The chiefs concerned In the recent 
trouble, and many of their followers, 
were deported to one of the islands in 
the- Bismarck Archipelago, and they 
left in the flagship Leipzig. 

German Liners Coming. 
G. Frelsland, agent at Hongkong for 
the North Deutcher Lloyd line, said in 
.in interview that it was the intention 
of the Germ-in line to send Its steamers 
across the Pacific to Victoria to en- 
gage in the round-the-world and trans- 
Pacific trade from this side of the 
North Pacific as soon as the Panama 
canal was completod. The idea 
was to extend the present ser- 
vice given with splendid 10,000 
ton passenger and freight steam- 
ers of the type of the Prlncesse 
Alixe, Prlncesse Ludwlg, and the new- 
er Buelow class. These steamers ply 
from Hamburg and Bremen to the 
Orient by way of the Suez canal, go- 
ing to Yokohama and returning home- 
ward from that port by way of the 
Suez. As soon as the Panama canal 
Is completod, probably about five 
-ears iience, it is the intention of the 
German steamship company to send 
the atearners from Yokohama to this 
port and Puget Sound, thus adding 
another- trans-Pacific steamship line

The Chinese about the world had 
subscribed stock In this line and a 
start had been made with three char- 
tered Norwegian steamers running 
from Hongkong to Bangkok and other 
points of Indo-Chlna. 

Mr. Frelsland thinks, however, that 
the competition will not be long main- 
tained. He thinks the Chinese line 
has not sufficient capital to continue 
the war and must, sooner or later, go 
to tho wall. The North German Llovd 
company, being one of the largest en- 
gaged in the Far East, having not only 
the line from Germany, but also lines 
to Australia and South China and 
Siam and Indo-Chlna, but also coast- 
ing lines, has been severely affected 
by the recent world-wide' depression 
as have all the lines, but he is hope- 
ful that by the end of the year busi- 
ness will have resumed its normal 
state. The Japanese have especially 
suffered, not alone as a result of the 
depression but also on account of boy- 
cotts which have arisen because "of 
the growing dislike of the Chinese for . 
Japanese. The Japanese government I his 
subsidizes the Japanese lines heavily, ' 
and this to a certain extent, has saved 
the companies from heavy losses.

A cable dispatch from Nome, 
Alaska, says that the steamer Mack- 
inaw from Seattle and Tacoma to 
Nome with freight Is on a shoal . in 
2 1-2 fathoms of water, 135 miles west 
of Steward island. The Mackinaw 
was driven ashore by an immense Ice 
pack. The steamer is In no .immedi- 
ate danger. 

News of the mishap to the Mack- 
inaw was brought to Nome lata yes- 
terday afternon by the little steamer 
Corwin, Capt. E. L. West, which for 
three dayn was piled on n reef Inside 
Point Spencer In Port Clarence bay. 
The Corwin was not damaged. 

Tuesday night the Corwin heard 
the Mackinaw's wireless operator try- 
ing to get Into communication with 
the stations at Nome and St. Michael, 
but the vessel 'could get no answer to 
its callings. 

The Mackinaw was driven ashore 
by an immense lee pack, wlhch now 
separates the vessel from the ocean. 
The wind is moderate and the w.ater 
smooth and the freighter is believed 
to be In no Immediate danger of fur- 
ther damage by the Icebergs or reef. 

Capt. West, or the Corwin is In 
Nome conferring with the agents 
there of the Schubach-Hamllton 
Steamship Company, owners of the 
vessel, and the Corwin may go to the 
rescue of the Mackinaw. The Cor- 
win is a staunch craft, and is well 
equipped to buck Hie Ice floes. For 
live years she has been the llrst ves- 
sel into Nome each season, usually 
leaving here May LOth, almost a 
month in advance of the first fleet of 
steamers that leave the Sound for the 
Norton Sound port. 

Tho Corwin. which was hung up for 
three days on a reef at Port Clarence, 
had aboard a gas buoy to he Installed 
on the reef where sne struck. This 
buoy was sent North by the govern- 
ment on the Ohio, and was taken 
aboard by the Corwin at Nome to be 
placed near Point Spencer, marking 
the fathest north aid to navigation In 
Alaskan waters. There have been no 
local advices concerning the mishap, 
but L. H. Cray & Co. have cabled to 
Capt. West, and further details are 
expected tomorrow.

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Seven Men Were Swept Overboard 
From the Dutch Ship Nedorland 
Which Limped Into Coquimbo 

Further advices received by mail 
from Coquimbo state that Capt. H. 

of the Dutch ship 
one of the seven men 
previously reported washed overboard 
during heavy weather encountered in 
the South Pacific on her way from 
Melbourne to the United Kingdom 
with wheat. Finally the distressed 
ship put Into Coquimfco. Captain H. 
Sparius, the master of the vessel, was 
washed overboard, and shortly after- 
wards the second otiicer met a sim- 
ilar fate. The members of the crew 
worked manfully throughout the try- 
ing ordeal, but no fewer than live of 
them were lost at different times, 
making a death-roll of seven. 

The vessel was navigated by the 
chief officer, who decided to make 
for the nearest port lor repairs, and 
to ship additional men. The Neder- 
land had been driven by a succession 
of tempests considerably out of her 
course, and Coquimbo, In Chill, was 
l cached en Friday. The extent of the 
damage done has not yet been ascer- 
tained, and it is not known whether 
the grain cargo suffered.
